Colonel Bee, representing the Chinese 
Government in n consular capacity at San 
Francisco, is very mad. 
Indeed, the 
Colonel is mad all the way through. 
lie 
declares that unless the Chinese are left 
alone, and protected in their endeavor to 
huild up and maintain nuisances in the 
midst of every California 
community, 
within live years diplomatic relations I»e- 
tween the Im perial Government of China 
and the United States of America will 
cease—there, now ! 
W ell! w hat of it? As 
we view it, it were better for both China 
and the United States if that should come 
al>out, if unrestricted Chinese immigration 
into America must l>e the price of contin­ 
ued commercial and diplomatic relations 
between the two. 
W hat does the trade 
with China amount to, compared to the 
inestimable boon of our civilization to 
mankind ? 
As the San Francisco OaU well 
observes: “ The country at large would re­ 
gard the intelligence of a suspension of re­ 
lations between the U nited States and 
China 
with 
considerable complacency. 
China i- not at all necessary to the pros­ 
perity of the United States. The commerce 
between the countries is all in favor of 
China. 
We buy China’s products and pay 
for 
them 
largely 
in 
coin. 
China 
buys comparatively little of the United 
States.’’ 
V gentleman, whose residence 
in China and this country gave him the 
best of opportunities to make the estimate, 
figures out that since 1849 not less than 
$.>15,000,000 have hern shipped away hv 
Chinese from California to China. 
That 
is to say, there has lieen drawn from the 
industrial capabilities of this State that 
vast sinn, which, had it heen the product 
o f white labor, would have remained, at 
least, in the United States, iu the main, 
and have contributed to the building of 
homes, in which the strength of the nation 
alone resides. 
To this vast sum must he 
added some $50,000,000 for consumed 
products o! China used by the Chinese for 
•sustenance, and brought here by and for 
them, that cuts no truthful figure in our 
commerce, and has added nothing what­ 
ever to our materia! wealth or strength. 
W e cannot countenance any 
violence 
against the Chinese whatever. 
We will 
not approve, even uy silence, any mob law. 
All appeals to force are brutal and vicious. 
Nor can Americans calmly view the efforts 
ol one or more classes of foreigners, them ­ 
selves graciously privileged to avail of the 
benefits of free institutions, to call into 
play 
mob 
force 
against 
the Chinese. 
Bat 
when 
this 
is 
said, it remains 
that the communities expelling the Chi­ 
nese have claim to some sympathy, since it 
is clearly a struggle between civilizations. 


The Chicago Current, which recently 
pronounced emphatically against 
unre­ 
stricted Chinese immigration, because it 
believes it tends to lower the standard of 
our civilization, still continues the friend 
of the Pacific slope. 
In its most recent 
issue it refers to the fact that the Christian 
Intelligencer, Reformed Presbyterian, al­ 
though printed in New York city, is not 
blinded to the difficulties of the problem 
presented by Chinese cheap labor. 
The 
Current adds: “ This able religious jour­ 
nal, surrounded by the deceptive ethics of 
its region, is entitled to the highest praise 
for being able to see that something had 
to be done concerning the Chinese, and 
that the question is by no means at rest.” 
After referring to November 1st being 
fixed by several Pacific communities for 
expulsion of the Chinese, our contempo­ 
rary says: “ That the employers in the 
Far West are taking dangerous chances is 
shown by the steady accessions of heathen 
workers along the Union Pacific. 
In face 
of a stringently-worded United States law, 
the Chinese pour in upon the American 
people. 
Hoes not that place the Govern­ 
ment in an unenviable position? 
It does. 
The working classes will again set upon 
the Chinese, and it cannot be possible that 
they will forever overlook the chief mis­ 
chief-makers.—those employers who for a 
few dollars would sell their fellow white 
men into a Chinaman’s condition of life.” 


T h e newest thing out is the affectation 
of styling the dining-room a “ refectory.” 
In this struggle for something more “styl­ 
ish ’ than the good old sensible and mean­ 
ing com|>ound word, the fashionable world 
goes wrong again. 
Refectory properly im­ 
plies a room where a moderate repast is 
served, but not a dinner. 
And originally 
and truly to this date it means a place for 
taking a light repast in a convent or mon­ 
astery. 
But if the new application of the 
word is to obtain, let the fashionables go a 
step further in transforming the old into 
the new. 
Instead of “ to dine” let them 
substitute “ refect,” olisolete though it is. 
It has at least with its age the quality of 
fitness. 
Refectory will scarcely l>ecome 
common, even among the ultra-fashion­ 
able, for the world will not he reconciled 
to the elimination of the sensible, expres­ 
sive and simple terms now used to desig­ 
nate the rooms where dinner is served, or 
supper or breakfast taken. 
In each case 
the prefixed word indicating the purpose 
of the apartm ent is always the best desig­ 
nation. 
So far as the stllistitutinn of re­ 
fectory for lunch-room is concerned, there 
will be interposed no objection, for this 
latter is a designation that smacks too 
much in this day of the public stalls and 
saloons where “ luncheon” is served as an 
attachment to a “ drink.” 


G o v e r n o r R o b in so n, of Massachusetts 
has set a good example. 
H e refused to 
pledge himself to an y given lino of action 
upon a measure to he brought before the 
Legislature that must have his approval 
to become a law . 
The proposed bill is 
one to exempt soldiers from the operations 
of the Massachusetts civil service law. 
Replying to the question if lie would sign 
such a bill if passed, this courageous Exe­ 
cutive said : 
Recognizing the relations w hich are estab­ 
lished by the Constitution between the legisla­ 
tive branches of our Government, and which 
have been sedulously observed to this day, I 
should regard it as an im propriety, if not a dis­ 
courtesy, to pledge executive approval or disap­ 
proval of any specific- bill prior to its introduc­ 
tion into, or consideration by, the General Court, 
and before ihe usual oiliciai com m unication to 
it from the Executive Departm ent. To an­ 
nounce in advance th at J would sign or veto a 
measure, which m ight be laid before me by the 
Legislature, would be equivalent to a declara- 
t.on that I would not perform my duty of con­ 
sidering it upon its m erits at the tim e and in 
the m anner proscribed by the Constitution. 
Here is a lesson th a t m ay well he studied 
by all Governors, and by all candidates for 
gubernatorial honors. 


I>e Lesseps asks the French Govern­ 
ment to perm it him to run a lottery tqion 
the bond redemption pian, in order to raise 
the sum of $120,000,000. This, he says, is 
needed to meet expenses of the construc­ 
tion of the Panama ship canal, in excess 
of estimates. 
The original estimate of 
cost was just that sum. 
So the mistake in 
calculation was double the amount the en­ 
gineers thought at first necessary to dig 
the ditch. 
If the latest reports regarding 
the progress of the work and the condition 
of the workmen he true—and there is no 
strong reason to believe i* exaggerated— 
the amount now asked for will not i>e half 
enough. 
Shares in the scheme have stead­ 
ily declined in m arket value for a year, 
and there is nothing in sight for the ex­ 
periment now, likely to tempt investors, 
even with all the allurements of the lot­ 
tery plau.

THE SUICIDE IX PRISON. 
I 


I rig h tfu l t t in k o f R e n e g a d e In d ia n s. 
D em in g, November 9th.—The messenger 
who brought in the news of the killing of 
Mrs. John T. Shy, Saturday, was so scared 
and excited, and his story was so incohe­ 
rent, that it was not till daylight, when the 
bodies ot the slain were brought in, that 
the truth was known. It seems that at 
noon a band of about thirteen Indians sur­ 
rounded Shy’s house. 
One Indian, in 
approaching the window at whieh Shy sat, 
made a slight noise by striking his foot 
against a box, and at the sound Shy turned 
in time to look down a rifle in the hands of 
the Indian. This was the first intim ation 
he had of the presence of the Indians. He 
jum ped for his rifle, and both fired almost 
at the same instant. Fea- two hours the 
Indians tired into the house at every oppor­ 
tunity, Shy returning the fire. The Indians 
then set fire to the home of John Yeater, 
one of the members of the Missonri- 
Florida Cattle Company, whose 
house 
adjoined the Shys. 
W hen Shy’s house 
caught lire, he told his wife and hoy. the 
latter aged 11 years, to follow him out and 
make a break for the nearest ravine and 
hide, while lie covered their retreat. On 
opening the door he was met by a shower 
of bullets, and on reaching the nearest pile 
of rocks, five Indians sprang up, the muz­ 
zles of their guns being less than two feet 
apart. 
After 
one 
fire 
the 
Indians 
ran, leaving Shy in possession of the rock 
pile. 
His wife and child made good their 
retreat to the ravine. Shy fought the In ­ 
dians all the afternoon till sundown, when 
they left. John Yeater and wife were in 
Deming all day, returning at night. When 
about live miles from the ranch they were 
met by the Indians and killed. Tne man 
was killed by a bullet wound in the head. 
The woman, when found, lay on her face, 
with her skull crushed in. 
A relief party 
brought the bodies into Denting. They 
also brought in Mrs. Shy, who was nearly 
dead with fright and fatigue, and her bov, 
who was badly wounded by a bullet through 
his thigh. Shy escaped unhurt. Captain 
Chaffee's lookout, on a point of the moun­ 
tain. saw the burning house and went to 
investigate. The men were surprised by 
the Indians, and one scout was killed and 
one soldier wounded. John Yeater came 
here from l'ittis county. Missouri, was 
about 35 years of age and reputed to he 
worth a good deal of money. 
He was a 
highly respected citizen. Mrs. Yeater, who 
was about 28 years old, and a rather hand­ 
some woman, had made many friends and 
acquaintances during a year and a half’s 
residence in this section. The town is very 
much excited, and business has been en­ 
tirely suspended. Groups of men have all 
day surrounded the 
American 
House, 
where the bodies have been laid out.

M u rd er an d S uicide. 
B utte, November 9th.—Yesterday m orn­ 
ing John Foley, an attache of the Theater 
Comique, lay in wait for Alice Flick, a 
woman with whom he had been for some 
m onths on intim ate terms, and her escort— 
one Yates—and shot them both, and then, 
placing the revolver to his mouth, killed 
himseit. Foley died within a few minutes, 
the bullet penetrating the brain. 
The 
woman was shot through the tipper portion 
of the right lung, the ball entering between 
the third and fourth ribs and coming out 
of the right shoulder blade. She is still 
alive, hut there are no hopes of her recov­ 
ery. Yates escaped with a hall through 
his right jawbone. Mrs. Flick cante from 
Ohio as a Mrs. Blade. At l.eadvillc she 
married one Flick, who deserted her, and 
she drifted with the crowd to Butte, where 
she was employed in a variety theater. 
Foley, who was formerly Marshal of Du­ 
rango, Col., and generally known as a had 
man, met her four m onths since, and lived 
with her until a few m onths ago, when he 
beat her unmercifully. A separation oc­ 
curred then, and the m atter preyed on 
Foley’s mind until in a lit of jealousy lie 
enacted the tragedy here related 
Foley 
leaves a wife at Albuquerque, N. M., for 
whom he left a note as follows: 
“ Horrid 
crime; heart-broken m an; good-by.’’

The fruit-growers of Vacaville do not 
take kindly to the proposition of forming 
corporations to handle their fruit. 
It is a 
common expression that we should he 
ready to engage in any plan to secure the 
most favorable freight rates, hut no one is 
ready to engage in a business which will 
prevent his controlling the direction of his 
own shipment. 
As one big rancher ex­ 
pressed i t : " If I undertake to ship a car­ 
load of fruit to Gticago I don’t propose to 
tie myself up to a corporation which will 
send in y ear to Santa Fe or New Orleans.” 
How to get a $300 rate is the only problem 
troubling the orehardists of this section. 


A “ B a d M a n " A tte m p ts to R a n A m n ck , 
a n d T a k e s H is O w n L ife. 
The details of the occurrences connected 
with the suicide of the prisoner at the Fol­ 
som prison Sunday show that a more 
serious catastrophe was very narrowly es­ 
caped. It appears that for some time past 
prisoner John McManus Lad been insolent 
and defiant, threatening the lives of officers, 
and on one occasion had been discovered 
with a knife in his possession—a table- 
knife, which had been sharpened toa point, 
and was evidently intended for a weapon 
to be used in an assault. For these rea­ 
sons the prisoner was confined to his cell,and 
the officers were cautioned to guard against 
any attem pt on their lives. Sunday m orn­ 
ing, when the cell door was opened for the 
purpose of cleaning the cell, McManus 
rushed past the officer and the two "trusty” 
prisoners, and entered the inclosure where 
the barber was at work. Seizing two of 
the razors, he brandished the open blades 
above his head, and threatened to kill any­ 
body who should attem pt to interfere with 
b,m 
His fellow-prisoners urged him to 
give it]) the razors, but he continued his 
threats, against the prisoners as well as 
officers. In the mean time the armed 
guards had heen sent for, and on their ar­ 
rival the other prisoners were locked up. 
McManus was called upon to surrender, but 
he refused, and made a rush at the officers 
until he saw the barrels of the weapons 
leveled at him, when he turned and ran 
toward the west corridor. One of the 
trusties had heen sent upon the balcony with 
a lasso, and as McManus ran the noose 
was thrown around his right wrist and in ­ 
stantly tightened, but before he could he 
disarmed he gashed his throat with the 
razor in his left hand, and died in a few 
minutes. As he sank from loss of blood, 
he expressed satisfaction that he had not 
hurt any of his fellow-prisoners or the 
officers. 
McManus was a powerful man, weighing 
200 pounds, and standing six feet and half 
an inch in higlit. He had threatened to 
knock the < 'aptain in the head with a ham ­ 
mer, and had also threatened to kill the 
foreman of the quarry. There is no doubt 
that he intended to assault one of the offi­ 
cers with the sharpened knife, and was 
willing to do anything to get up the repu­ 
tation of being a “ bad m an.” The phy­ 
sician had recommended great caution, its 
the m anner of the prisoner indicated a 
tendency to commit suicide. In the assault 
for which he was sentenced he had stabbed 
his victim twelve times. Coroner G'lark 
was notified, and directed Justice Sturges 
to hold an inquest. The jury returned a 
verdict ot suicide while laboring under 
tem porary aberration of mind.

A Cyclone* 
People who came to this city yesterday 
by the Sacramento and Placerville train 
reported a cyclone as having occurred at 
the ranch of J. E. Butler, on the Flacer- 
road, near W hite Rock, on Saturday after­ 
noon. doing considerable damage to that 
gentleman's property, and more or less to 
that of his neighbors. 
Mr. Butler is apt to 
get discouraged after awhile, as he has lost 
his crops for two years in succession by the 
visitation of grasshoppers, and now lie has 
lost a portion of his shelter by a new kind 
ot pest, imported from the other side of the 
mountains. 
11 is to be hoped that the cy­ 
clone will not “ take root “ in this State. 
The following letter from C. M. Chapman, 
of W hite Ruck, to the R ecord-U n io n, gives 
an account of what happened : 
“ On Saturday last, at the residence of J. 
E. Butler, one mile front W hite Rock, there 
came near being a serious and fatal catas­ 
trophe. 
It had rained all day until the 
middle of the afternoon, when apparently 
it began to clear off. 
About half-past 3 a 
heavy black cloud appeared in the south­ 
east, which had the appearance of a huge 
funnel. 
It kept lowering until it struck 
the ground about two miles from Butler’s 
house. 
Mr. Butler was at W hite Rock for 
a load of freight, and his feelings can bet­ 
ter be imagined than expressed as he saw 
this monster make straight for his house. 
It first struck the chicken-house, which 
went up like a balloon ; 
tiren the picket 
fence: next struck one corner of the house, 
tearing the roof from the kitchen, pantry 
and one bedroom ; then across the road, 
through the center of two large barns, 
which were 
entirely 
demolished—one 
being a new one, containing two wagons 
and a buggy. The huge freight wagon was 
entirely dem olished; 
spokes and axles 
were broken, us though they were glass. 
The covered spring wagon was carried 
quite a distance out in the field, and was 
badly wrecked; the buggy will need a new 
wheel and bed. Such was the force of the 
witul that 
a fence-board 
was 
driven 
through the main house, near the roof, 
over half its length. The storm was en­ 
tirely wind; not a drop of rain fell with it. 
It was a sight never to he forgotten. Large 
timbers, hoards, trees and pieces of roof 
were carried to a fearful hight and scat­ 
tered for half a mile. 
A strange freak of 
the wind was that it opened the door on 
the opposite side of the house and threw in 
a lot of buckets, cans and washdishes, then 
closed the door. 
The main part ot the 
storm was not over twenty feet in diameter, 
a short distance away being perfectly calm. 
Mr. Butler’s loss will foot up well in the 
hundreds of dollars. Had it been a few 
feet farther to the west, the house, with all 
the family, would have been swept away. 
The question is, Was this tornado looking 
for some Eastern visitor, or else where did 
the stranger come from ?" 


Abducted by a B ear.—The Mountain 
Miner publishes this story: 
* 
W hile riding through the willows near 
the head of the west fork of Bock creek, 
Montana, one day recently, H arry Morgan 
had an experience with a grizzly that will 
linger about the panels of h s memory dur­ 
ing life. He rode directly into the embrace 
of a she bear as large as a five year-old 
steer. 
Bruin quietly knocked H arry oft 
his horse, and quickly throwing him on 
her back, she quietly trotted up the stream 
about a mile, and then, throwing him 
down in a washout, deliberately covered 
him over with brush and dirt. After care­ 
fully 
completing 
her 
work, 
madame 
started alter her family. Harry, nothing 
the worse for the incident, save*a sense of 
offended personal dignity, got out of the 
brush pile and went down the creek with 
the speed of an express train. This same 
beast, a day or two before, caught a large 
cow belonging to Colonel Morse and killed 
her at one blow.

It alleges that on February 23, 
1884, an action was commenced in the Su­ 
perior Court of the city and county of San 
Francisco by the People of the State against 
the Southern Pacific Railroad Company, to 
recover the taxes due the State and the 
counties of Fresrto, Kern, Los Angeles, 
Monterey, San Benito, Sun Bernardino, San 
Diego, San Francisco, Santa Clara, Santa 
Cruz, Tulare and San Mateo, for the State 
and county taxes for the fiscal years 18S3- 
84. 
It sets out the removal of the suit to 
the United States ( ireuit Court, the stipula­ 
tion entered into by the company defend­ 
ant, the order entered thereupon. the sub­ 
sequent judgment and the payment to the 
Attorney-General by the railroad company 
of $125,806 31, of which $2,592 45 was the 
proportion of county taxes belonging to 
the county of San Mateo. 
The petition alleges that Attomey-Gen 
eral Marshall has offered to pay the am ount 
so received to the Controller, hut before 
m aking a tender demanded the certificate 
required by Sections 453, 434 and 433 of 
the Political Code, but that the Controller 
refused to give such certificate. It contains 
similar allegations as to a suit commenced 
against the same defendant on February 
26, 18,85, for the State and county taxes for 
the same counties for the fiscal year 1884-85, 
the amount received by the Attorney-Gen­ 
eral in this case being 8124,720 81. and the 
county proportion $2 -loo 73. 
As reasons 
for applying for the writ, it alleges that the 
Board of Supervisors of the county, in 
levying the taxes for the fiscal year 1885-86 
took into consideration 
these sums of 
$2,592 45 and $2.496 73, and therefore 
levied a smaller amount than it otherwise 
would have levied, and 
that without 
said sums it would not 
have enough 
money for county purposes for the fiscal 
year; 
that 
the 
Attorney-General 
has 
under his control over $664,000 received 
under similar circumstances from other 
railroad companies ; that as the attorney of 
the people of the State of California, he 
has about $1,000,600 in all “ which ought 
to be paid into the State Treasury and the 
treasuries of different and many counties 
of the State, and tiiat the payment of the 
same into and the reception of the same hy 
the State Treasury and said county treas­ 
uries depend upon the final settlement by 
this honorable Court by its decision of the 
principles involved in this matter and pro­ 
ceeding. which petitioner therefore alleges 
to be of great public concern and great 
public iniportanee in respect to the duty of 
certain public officers, to wit, the State 
Treasurer and County Treasurers and the 
State Controller. That a judgment of a 
Superior Court would not he final or au­ 
thoritative. and tin t the past conduct of 
said Controller and State Treasurer indicate 
that an appeal would he taken by them 
from any such judgment, and thereby de­ 
lay tire disposition of all said money a year 
or longer." 
The petitioner therefore prays that an 
alternative writ of mandate ¡“sue to the 
respondents directing them to show cause, 
a! a time and place to be designated by the 
Court, why the said sums, and each of 
them, should not be paid hy the Attorney- 
General into the State treasury, why the 
Controller should not issue a certificate for 
each of such sums and why the State 
Treasurer should not receive them into the 
State treasury. 
The writ was ordered to issue returnable 
at San Francisco on Monday next. 
Judge J. H. McKttne, as counsel for John 
Roouey, applied for a similar writ against 
Controller Dunn, Attorney-General Mar­ 
shall and Treasurer Oullahan, directing 
that all the money said to he in the hands 
of the Attorney-General on account of 
railroad taxes be 
paid into the State 
treasury.

execute a good and sufficient bond to p ro ­ 
tect the city against such litigation. T he 
bidders were all present, and each said he 
w ould protect the city in case legal pro­ 
ceedings were commenced.

A ugust H eilbron cam e before the Board 
and asked th at the city w ater m ain be ex­ 
tended to Tw enty-ninth and 1* streets.

Tw enty-seventh 
an d Tw enty- 
eighth on P street. 
H e also com plained 
th at 
there was 
no drainage for th at 
portion of the city, and citizens w ho 
live and do business in th at part of the 
tow n suffer great inconvenience, and are 
p u t to considerable 
expense in conse­ 
quence. 
H e stated th a t it cost his firm 
from $30 to $10 a m onth to carry off' the 
w ater used on their premises. 
H e asked 
perm ission to connect with sewers leading 
to the city, or w ith the drainage canal on 
T h irty -first street. 
H e said the latter 
w ould be the m ost feasible. 
All solid m at­ 
ter from th eir slaughterhouse was carted 
off each day, and all th at w ould be allowed 
to go into th e drain asked for was water 
used in scrubbing the floors, which was not 
in th e least objectionable. 
H e said for 
them to be compelled to cart this w ater in 
the w inter season was very expensive, and 
he thought perm ission should he granted. 
Mr. Nielsen said that so m uch com plaint 
had been m ade the past season about the 
foul m atter deposited in the canal by th e 
w inery and Scheld's brewery, th at the 
form er had been stopped from connecting 
w ith it, and Mr. Beheld had been notified 
to construct cesspools, so that no solid m at­ 
ter could tiow into the canal. 
T he canal 
belongs to the city and county, and nothing 
foul is allow ed to enter it. 
E ngineer Bassett thought all the surplus 
w ater eoitld he got rid of by the use of sub­ 
soil irrigation pipes. 
T he 'pipes, by being 
buried near the surface, and keeping the 
ground cultivated and grow ing som ething 
would take all the w ater off, and the ex­ 
perim ent would be profitable. 
Mr. H eilbron said that plan w ould not 
w ork in th at locality, as there was noarable 
soil, it all being hard pan. 
Mr. Nielsen said he thought the plan 
proposed by the City E ngineer would work 
well at the brew ery,as Mr. Scheld bad a 
block or tw o ol' good land. 
T he City Engineer said th e Supervisors 
were talking of connecting the County 
H ospital with the canal. H e thought there 
w ould be no difficulty in their getting rid 
of SU th eir d rain ag e’by subsoil pipes. 
It 
w ould be less expensive, and eventually 
prove a source o f profit. 
Mr. H eilbron suggested that theoitv place 
a pipe in the canal som e distance from the 
bottom , in w hich all those places m en­ 
tioned could d rain, and extend it beyond Y 
street.

I>. Lubin, of Sacramento, spoke in favor 
of the resolution at some length. He op- 
l*osed having the fruit crop handed over to 
a committee of seven to manage, and said 
that he favored the middleman. 
Drury Melone opposed the resolutions. 
He said that at a recent meeting of the 
fruit-grnu ers of Napa valley a committee of 
ten had been appointed to meet the Fruit­ 
Growers’ Convention to-morrow to help 
frame some plan to successfully handle the 
fruit ciop. He wished the Chamber to re­ 
frain from taking any action now. A com­ 
mittee might be appointed. Senator Stan­ 
ford had assured the fruit-growers that tiie 
railroad would furnish special rates, if the 
fruit was supplic<l*for shipment in carload 
lots. 
Kx-Goyemor George C. I’erkins consid­ 
ered the resolutions out of the scope of the 
purposes of the Chamber of Commerce. He 
did not think that one ton could be shipped 
at as low rates as A000 tons. He thought 
that pi rhaps a committee of three might be 
appointed to attend the Convention of 
Fruit-Growers. 
Mr. Hecht said that he thought the 
Chamber would be going out of the way to 
name a c unmittee as suggested. 
A. P. Williams expressed a doubt as !o 
whether the < 'Iiamber of Commerce-should 
take any such action as has been asked. 
He embodied his views in a snhstitute res 
olution " That the Chamber of Commerce 
will extend its influence in every proper 
channel to assist the fruit-growers of this 
-State.” 
He did not know that the fruit­ 
growers wanted the resolution ¡.induced 
by General Dimond adopted. 
Mr. Livermore called attention to the 
fact that the fruit-growers would meet in 
convention 
to-morrow, and ho desired 
that the matter under discussion should he 
left to the Fruit-growers’ 
Convention, 
which, lie said, was the proper body to deal 
with it. 
Ex-Governor Perkins' plan of a com­ 
mittee of three to attend the Convention of 
Fruit-growers to morrow was adopted, as 
was tie- substitute resolution offered by A. 
P. Williams. The Chairman named sev­ 
eral to act on the committee of throe, but 
declinations made it impossible to fill the 
committee. 
An adjournment was taken, 
with the understanding that the Chair 
would name the committee by communi­ 
cation.
